The Drive announced Wednes- 
day by Basi!

give him is to write or call at the 
nearest office of thé Social Se- 
curity Administration as soon as 
possible, William E. LaRock, man- 
ager of the Traverse City social 
security office, stated today. 

“Benefits are frequently lost be- 
cause no application is filed within 
three months after they become 
available, Mr. LaRock said. “In 


“most such cases the reason for the} 
delay is that some friend gives in- 


correét information to the poten- 
tial beneficiary which leads him 
to believe that it would be useless, 
or not to his advantage, to apply 


_ for social security payments.” 


Mr. LaRock explained that both}- 
eligibility for’ benefits and the 
amount of the payments are gov- 
erned by such factors as the 
worker's age, wages, type of em-
